APPARENT TODAY | 
IN SOVIET RUSSIA 


( Associated Preir * 
MOSCOW. July 12-F pw and per­ 
haps unimportant as they are, jftasrt 
enough counter-revolutionary acts and 
plots have been revealed in Soviet Rós­ 
ela in the last few months to indicate 
that, on the one hand, all opposition 
to the Bolshevik regime has not died 
ddwn and, on the other, that the com­ 
munist government msy be justified, 
from its standpoint, in maintaining 
semi-martial law in *ome districts. 
Americans and other foreigners who 
spend a few week* or months in Rus­ 
sia and fjnd everything moving for­ 
ward apparently smoothly under the 
comm uniat dictatorship, sometimes go 
home and report that everybody is con­ 
tented wffh the present state of af­ 
fairs. 
This teems true in Moscow and 
Other central Russian cities, but a 
careful day-by-diy perusal of the of­ 
ficial newspaper shows that 
every 
now and then a plot pops up. and that 
an undercurrent of opposition, Weak 
Bbt persistent, is running beneath the 
surface in many provinces. 
One reads laconic announcements 
that two persons have noen shot here, 
mother there, some more In andther 
place, for counter-revolutionary activ- 
ity or participation in “banditry.” This 
n the Ukraine and Cossack region* is 
just another nanfe for roving armed 
to the red army. 
Once in a great while come an­ 
nouncements of more impdgUint plots, 
meh as the one recently discovered 
in Georgia. 
This resulted in the exe­ 
cution of 15 persons, and had as its 
iim the separation of the entire Cau- 
•asus from Soviet Russia.
